MALDEN, Mass.. Jen. S.—The 
church’s greatest need nt present Is 
for a larger evangelistic emphasis 
—the revival spirit, In the opinion 
of the Rev. E. Stuart Beet, 163, the 
world’s oldest Methodist mlnlstsr. 
Born only l l years after Lincoln, 
Dr. Best, after a career which could 
scarcely be crammed Into two Ord 
I nary lifetimes, still enjoys 
good 
health and hopes to celebrate many 
more birthdays. 
His kindly face, unmarked by tho 
burdens of n century, glowed with 
a still youthful enthusiasm as he 
told tho United Press, In an inter 
view, his views on church progress 
of recent years and on* the outlook 
for the future. 
Asked lf the youth of today ware 
as interested In religion na those 
of half a century ago, Dr. Best said 
‘T h e young people In older days 
were more enthusiastic about their 
religion. Now they are wider and 
deeper in their thinking—more sys­ 
tematic. 
"It is harder to turn one 'aw ay 
from religion now, when one has 
settled the m atter, because it has 
been thought through more 
thor­ 
oughly.” 
“How do the ministers of today 
compare 
w ith 
those 
of 
earlier 
years?” he was asked. 
“Nowadays ministers are deeper 
thinkers,” he replied. 
“They 
are 
more original. Ministers of the past 
were more fervent.” 
A combination of the evangelical 
fervor and the intellectual advan­ 
tages of the day was desirable, he 
believed. 
Dr. Best said the greatest ad­ 
vance made by the church recently 
was in the m atter of 
Intellectual 
progress.” 
‘T h e people wll not revert to the 
earlier ways to attain the 
deeper 
spirituality,” ha continued, "but It 
will have to com» through a greater 
revival than any that has gone be­ 
fore.” 
Dr. Best was asked w hat he con­ 
sidered the prospects 
for 
world 
peace. 
“I think th at wherever the gospel 
goes It will change 
whatever 
it 
touches,” he answered. 
Asked w hat chapters in the Bible 
had m eant the most to him, he said: 
"I have always chosen to remain 
close to the words of our Lord. My 
favorite passages were the things 
that Ha said. If I could have but 
one portion of the Bible, I would 
choose the Sermon on the Mount.” 
The 
worlds 
oldest 
Methodist 
clergyman was born in Ireland on 
Sept. 3, 1124. During his half cen­ 
tury aa an active minister he held 
28 pastorates. Recently ha visited 
the Methodist church a t 
Ipewich, 
where his deacon’s ordination was 
conducted TS years ago.

The world will note that the scheme 
ju st presented to Congress, with 
President Coolidge’s sanction, does 
not specify when 
the 
projected 
25 cruisers, nine destroyer lead­ 
ers, SS submarines and five air­ 
craft carriers are to be built. 
Building Program 
There 
is 
deep 
significance in 
th at omission. The failure to fix a 
period within which these 71 ves­ 
sels ars to be constructed has a 
definite purpose, which is to give 
the naval powers of the world a 
chance to obviate the necessity of 
such 
an 
American 
program 
by 
agreeing with America 
to 
limit 
construction of 
auxiliary 
naval 
craft. 
It is, of course, an open secret 
that Britain is chiefly In mind in 
this connection. The United States 
holds the British responsible for 
collapse of the Geneva limitation 
effort. It is correspondingly w ith­ 
in British power to prevent that 
which will otherwise ensue—expan­ 
sion of American naval strength 
on the formidable lines that have 
ju st challenged the whole world’s 
attention. 
Proposed at Geneva 
If 
London. 
Tokio,

and 
Rome have been staggered by the 
dimensions of the Coolidge build­ 
ing program, they need only recall 
th at It represents no more than 
the United 
States 
proposed at 
Geneva.

Of the new novelists America 
has produced in th» last few sea­ 
sons we believe the most Impor­ 
tant to be Julia Peterkln, Elizabeth 
Madox Roberts, Glenway Wescott. 
Thornton Wilder, Ernest Henting* 
way and Marie de la Roche. 
W escott’s 
‘‘The 
Grandmothers’ 
and Miss Roberts’ “My H eart and 
Flesh” compete strongly for first 
place among the novels of 1927. 
Certainly young Wescott wrote a 
mighty fine story and so did Miss 
Roberts, though we cling to her 
first work, “The Time of Man,’ 
as being one of the contemporary 
classics. 
The general selection seems to 
favor one or the other of these 
two books. 
But, with no intent to 
start 
any 
arguments, 
our 
own 
taste leans toward Mrs. Peterkin’s 
“Black 
April.” 
This 
southern 
woman 
started 
with 
those fine 
darkey stories, “Green Thursdays.’ 
Her “Black April” is a particular­ 
ly excellent novel of negro life. 
She can write and one of these 
days, everyone will find It out. 
Hemingway, perhaps, should not 
be 
listed 
with 
newcomers. 
He 
had already been known for his 
short stories before “Men W ithout 
Women” appeared, just as Louis 
Bromfield, author of “The Good 
Woman,” had been shouted over 
before. 
The name of Thornton 
Wilder Is perhaps the least known

British Girls 
Organize Clubs 
For Cosmetics 


LONDON, Jan. 3.—Lipstick clubs 
have been formed by factory girls 
in the east end with the aim of cut­ 
ting down the cost of beautifiers. 
The clubs buy the rouge 
sticks, 
face powder, cold creams and other 
‘‘necessaries” at wholesale prices. 
The lipstick clubs consist of IO 
to 15 girls employed in the same 
factory. Each member pays 
from 
three pence to one shilling into a 
weekly pool. “Draws" are held and 
the winners gain certain privileges 
at the hairdresser’s. In addition the 
clubs operate canteens where toilet 
articles mya be bought about 30 per 
cent under average retail prices. 


Atlantic Phone 
Service Operates 
At Heavy Expense 


LONDON, Jan. 3.—The Auantic 
telephone is a flop. The service la 
used very little, and hag netted a 
lose of several hundred thousand 
dollars, which the British taxpay­ 
ers must meet. 
During January, when the service 
began, there were 
slightly 
more 
than four calls a day on the aver­ 
age. But that was the high point. 
From June 21 to November 14 the 
average was 2.29 calls a day, aver­ 
aging four and one-half minutes a 
call. 
The station at Rugby, erected by 
the postoffice, cost 12,440,00#, and 
expenses of operation since have 
been $600,000. Receipts have been 
only $250,000. The American end of 
the service bears some of the loss, 
but the treasury declines to reveal 
how mech. 
Most of the calls, it is said, have 
been for the thrill of telephoning 
across the Atlantic or for publicity. 
Little legitimate business has been 
transacted. The rate of 975 for three 
minutes Is declared prohibitive, but 
it is feared that reduced charges 
would only increase the loss.

TREE PUNTING 


OLD ORDINANCE 


ORANGE, Jan. S.—A long for­ 
gotten city ordinance was brought 
to mind when C. C. Bonebrake, 
city street superintendent, receiv­ 
ed a letter from the Glendale park 
commission, 
inquiring 
into 
the 
method* used by the city of Or­ 
ange in planting trees along Its 
streets. 
This Orange law. neglect­ 
ed for years, provides that only 
trees of a specified kind may be 
planted on various» streets. 
The 
ruling was made to preserve the 
symmetry of the tree-lined parkings. 
Thus, nothing but palms could be 
planted on Palm rya avenue. Oth­ 
er trees w ere regulated to other 
streets. 
At the present time, says Bone- 
brake, the ordinance is not ob­ 
served. 
There are fads and fash­ 
ions In trees as well as In clothes, 
diseases and w hat-not.” said the 
man who is called upon to settle 
the fate of many of the trees here. 
“Just how the fancy of the public 
leans toward the cocos palm. This 
tree is very ornam ental and very 
expenelvs. 
Many people ask per­ 
mission to take out existing trees 
and to plant the cocos palm. 
‘‘It the trees they wish to remove 
are not symmetrical or In poor con­ 
dition permission is given, but if 
they want to take out fine trees in 
good condition, merely because they 
like some other sort better, as a 
m atter of course we cannot grant 
their request.” 
The date palm, Mr. Bonebrake 
believes. Is the most impressive to 
people seeking it first, because of 
Its sem i-tropical nature.

The city of Los Angeles has on the average 
about six deaths from automobile accidents each 
week.

During the year two hundred and ninety-two men, 
women and children had their lives snuffed out by 
such accidents, and over eleven thousand were sent 
to the hospitals, more or less maimed and dis­ 
figured 
This is a tremendous army and if it was the 
result of war it would excite the populace. 
These accidents ara for the city of Los Angeles 
alone. It is high time we stopped talking about the 
ordinances and the law and began to consider hu­ 
man life. 
These appalling statistics should cause 
every ore to determine to drive slowly and carefully. 


A GREAT DAY 


We wended our way to Pasadena yesterday. We 
note that the official estimators declare there were 
between 750,000 and 800,000 people at the rose 
festival. 
We think their estimate was too low. 
There were that many on Colorado street between 
us and the first turn we wanted to make to reach 
die football field and evidently they were too tired 
to move. 
But they all seemed to be happy. It was a won­ 
derful, successful day and a great game in the 
afternoon. 
The Pittsburgh team certainly was able to get 
full advantage of Southern California's weather in 
January as they wok down in die base of the 
bowl. freed from any vexatious breezes, and the 
sun besting down on them. Certainly eastern teams 
have a disadvantage in coming to California for a 
game in the winter. The eastern team should prac­ 
tice up the last few days in a coke oven so when 
they are released they can feel fairly comfortable 
in our salubrious climate. 


ting larger salaries, drat the equipment of a mod­ 
ern college is more costly, and that the tuition does 
not begin to pay the cost of educating the boy.

It represented an ideal 
of a college which the great sprawling colleges of 
today may not surpass. 
The tendency is already manifest that the smaller 
colleges are not growing in number, while the large 
state universities are overcrowded. 
The reason for 
that is very apparent. As the cost of education in 
the private institutions soars, the number of stu­ 
dents in the state universities will increase. 
This 
may lead to a sharp division between a democratic 
and an aristocratic type of education. 
Just what 
the ultimate result of such a division will be, it is 
hard to forecast. 
But it would be very unfortunate 
if a division should arise. 
The private institutions may claim that they have 
their sphere, while the state universities have theirs. 
Even so, there is bound to be a conflict between 
these institutions,—a conflict which makes for class 
distinctions to which the educational world hereto­ 
fore has been strange. We do not presume to point 
a way out of this situation, but we do believe 
that these private institutions should bear in mind 
the purpose for which their large endowments were 
given, and that it requires the toil of thousands of 
American workingmen to make possible the divi­ 
dends which would be needed to educate the select 
group of men to whom the costly college makes its { 
primary appeal.

THE INCREASING COST OF COLLEGE 
EDUCATION 


The high cost of living since the war has hit the 
colleges of the country even more than it has hit 
the market basket and the clothing budget. Educa­ 
tion in our private institutions is becoming a lux­ 
ury which only the children of the rich can enjoy. 
The cost of tuition has risen from 100 to 200 per 
cent, despite the fact that many of these private in­ 
stitutions have doubled and quadrupled their en­ 
dowments during the same period. 
There are very 
few colleges even of the second order to which a 
young man can go without having at least $300 or 
$400 in his savings account to start with. 
As he 
proceeds he may be helped somewhat in the pay­ 
ment of his tuition. 
If he is an exceedingly bright 
young man he may win some scholarships. 
It it 
quite possible that he may work for his board and 
room during term time. 
But even with all that, a 
young man who has to resort to such means to get 
his college education will find himself very much 
handicapped. He will be fortunate if in doing these 
things be may not sacrifice his health. 
The average boy is ready for college from 17 to 
19. 
Before that time his earnings are apt to be 
«sail; and the work of laying aside from $300 to 
$400 is well night an impossibility for a boy who 
bas to rely on himself to get a college education.
